nor created the mass production industries that supply the 


world, 


Some people have blamed Albany's senior citizens 
erroneously for the defeat of the tax election on January 
22. Many of our senior citizens can look back and call to 
mind the time when the automobile was an oddity, the. 
telephone and the eectric lamp a luxury. Even the type- 
writer was a clumsy contrivance only 60 years ago. 


ince then the radio has become a household neces- 
sity. Our wives no longer slave over the wash tub, and

they cook over gas or e'ectric stoves. 


In their leisure 


time they can watch the plays on their television, or hear 
and see great events as they occur throughout the world, 
as well or better than if they were on the spot. 


It is true we are living in an era of inflation—world 


inflation. We can recall when the doliar was’ worth near- 


ly three times what it is worth today in buying power. Ev- 


erything costs more than it did, and there isn't much we 


can do about it. / 


Some of our grandfathers, and our great grandfath- 


ers; 


taught school as a sideline. They did their spring 


plowing and other work about the farm; then did the har- 
vesting in the fall. When winter came along in Novem- 
ber they got a job as the teacher in the little country 
school. The school year lasted at most only six months, 
but at $15 a month for their teaching they acquired around 
$90 with which to purchase more stock for the farm, 


The cost of education has gone up like everything 
else. Forty or 50 years ago teachers were paid from six 
to eight hundred dollars a year. A principal might get a 


‘ thousand or 


twelve hundred dollars. 


College professors 


réceived a little more, perhaps $1500 to $2000. But in 
those days day labor received a doilar and a half or two 
dollars for a ten-hour day. Skilled workmen received for a 
day's work, on the average, about what they get now 


by the hour, 


You can look back on all this and see why today it 
costs so much more to educate our children. Albany teach- 
ers average slightly lower salaries than those of Berkeley 
or Richmond, but slightly more than those of Oakland. 
Schoo! building maintenance, the cost of supplies, the cost 
of insurance, all have been on the rise for many years, 
yet Albany's school tax rate has remained the same for 


approximately 20 years. 


It is not so many years ago that the elementary 
schools of San Francisco and Los Angeles maintained 


classes of 45 and 50 students. 


It is a well known. fact 


among students of education that the smaller the class the 
better for the student. Teachers can devote more attention 
to the individual with smail classes. Albany elementary 
schools maintain classes_of approximately 32 students, 
while at the high school the classes are slightly smaller. 


Colleges and universities have been constantly ip- 
creasing their entrance requirements. Why- Because the 
youth of the nation is demanding higher education. The 
young people are realizing more and more that the spe- 
cialized education they can obtain only through a college 
education is their only hope of getting to the top in the 
professions, in industry, in litegature, and even in farming. 

Only by maintaining our schools at their present 
high standard may we hope to give them the future that 
they seek, and that they are entitled to. 

Two thousand years ago Cicero made the statement: 
“What greater or better gift can we offer the republic 
than to teach and instruct our youth?” 

Let's get out to the polls on May 7 and vote “Yes.” 
It will not ory be a vote for our schools, but it will be
